The 
proposed amendment replaces the term "near" in claims 1 and 8 with the term "adjacent to". The Examiner 
commented that the term "adjacent to" would be construed as near or close, hence the proposed amendment would 
not overcome the rejection for the same reason of record regarding the intepretation of the term "near". Accordingly, 
the Examiner suggested applicants to amend claim 1 as follows: 
Replace the last step of claim 1 with the following: 

forming 90 degrees dislocations at a bottom region of said SiGe film adjacent to an interface of said SiGe film 
and said Si substrate. 

Amendment to claim 8 was suggested similarly. 

Although the suggested amendment would distinguish over the prior art. such amendment would require further search 
and/or consideration. 

An advisory action is not issued at this time because the proposed amendment is not officially made of record. 
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
